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D ECLARATION OF CRAIG MASTERMAN 



1. Craig Masterrnan, declare as follows: 

1 . I received a bachelor's degree with a major in ehemistiy from tJniversity of Nortli 
Caroiiiia. and a PhD in Chemistr>' (polymer science-related) from M.I.T. I worked for 10 yeai's 
for Gillciic, designing various oral care devices, I am a co-inventor of the above-referenced 
patent application. 

2. Dariag development of the toothbrushes described in the above-referenced 
application, my co-iDventors and I discovered that extrusion did not work well for Ibrffiing 
eiastomeric elements. Elastomeric elements formed by extrusion generally exhibited 
unsatisfactory wear resistance. Also, the soft materials used to form the elastomeric elements 
proved very difficult to successfully extrude and draw. Many elastomers have elongations at 
breai' of between 100 and 500 percent, and ftius act like "rubber bands" W'hen drawu 
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oi conventional Nyion Dnstles womd be unsatisiactory it the bnstles were molded, and tliai 
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thai all siaienvnts made on information and belief ai-c believed to be true; and furihu-r that ihese 
statements were made with the knowledge that willfii} false statements and the like so made are 
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punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of ilie United States 
Code and thai such '^sillfiil Mse statements may jeopaidt/e the \ didily o* ibe application or any 
patents issued t sereon.
